CUPE leaders are 
demanding apologies 
from Stephen McNeil and 
Karen Casey over allega¬ 
tions the union conspired 
with the provincial gov¬ 
ernment in recent 
contract talks. 

But the opposition lead¬ 
ers are refusing to 
back down. 

CUPE was re¬ 
sponding to a story 
in Friday’s edition of 
Metro that quoted 
Liberal Leader Mc¬ 
Neil and Tory Leader 
Casey saying the Stephen 
union and the NDP McNeil 
government faked 
tough contract ne¬ 
gotiations that end¬ 
ed early last week 
for health-care 
workers and school 
support staff out¬ 
side the Halifax re¬ 
gion. Karen 

McNeil said union Casey 
leadership and gov¬ 
ernment used rank and 
file members as “pawns” 
in the talks. Casey said the 
whole thing was “a game.” 

CUPE issued a strongly 
worded release Friday de¬ 
manding the leaders re¬ 
cant their statements. 

“Stephen McNeil has 
some gall. You do not be¬ 
come the biggest union in 
the country, with 600,000 
members, without having 
the utmost integrity and 
character. How dare he 
suggest otherwise,” CUPE 
Atlantic regional director 


Jacquie Bramwell said. 

“Neither Stephen Mc¬ 
Neil nor Karen Casey 
speak on behalf of our 
members and it is outra¬ 
geous in the extreme to be 
making these kinds of in¬ 
flammatory and inaccu¬ 
rate statements.” 

CUPE Nova Scotia leader 
Danny Cavanagh said the 
leaders’ statements 

demonstrate “a profound 
ignorance of collec¬ 
tive bargaining” and 
CUPE “is demanding 
a full and immedi¬ 
ate apology from 
both these leaders.” 

Liberal and Pro¬ 
gressive Conserva¬ 
tive officials con¬ 
firmed yesterday 
both leaders are 
standing by their 
comments. 

Last week, McNeil 
questioned how a 
contract with educa¬ 
tion workers could 
be worked out after 
a few hours of nego¬ 
tiations when the 
two sides hadn’t 
been at the table for 
months. 

“Something’s up,” he 
concluded. 

Casey said both sides 
knew since the fall that 
unions would get the pay 
parity they were seeking, 
but “wanted to appear to 
be letting the process 
work itself through.” 

The NDP has denied the 
charges. One government 
official joked not only did 
they collaborate with 
unions, but Elvis led the 
bargaining team.

Sgt. Mark Gallagher is 
coming home today one 
final time. 

The body of the RCMP of¬ 
ficer killed in Haiti’s devas¬ 
tating earthquake on Jan. 
12 is scheduled to land in 
Moncton, N.B., this after¬ 
noon, and followed by a 
private ramp ceremony, 
will receive a police escort 
to Woodstock, N.B., where 
an RCMP regimental funer¬ 
al will be held on Thurs¬ 
day. 

An RCMP release said 
yesterday first responders, 
including RCMP, munici¬ 
pal police officers and oth¬ 
er emergency respondents, 
will set up a “Highway of 
Heroes” at different routes 
along the Trans-Canada 
Highway later today to pay 
respect for Gallagher as he 
makes the roughly three- 
hour drive to Woodstock. 

The funeral for Gal¬ 
lagher, a former Nova Sco¬ 
tia RCMP spokesperson 


based in Halifax, will take 
place at St. Gertrude’s Ro¬ 
man Catholic Church at 2 
p.m. Visitation is sched¬ 
uled for tomorrow and 
Wednesday. 

Gallagher’s final journey 
home began Friday as a 


procession of hearses car¬ 
ried his body and that of 
Supt. Doug Coates of Ot¬ 
tawa along the stretch of 
Ontario pavement re¬ 
named “Highway of He¬ 
roes” in honour of soldiers 
killed in Afghanistan. 


Gallagher, a Bathurst, 
N.B., native, and Coates 
were among 17 Canadians 
confirmed by the Depart¬ 
ment of Foreign Affairs to 
have died in the massive 
7.0-magnitude tremor, 
which toppled buildings, 


ripped up 
roads and 
claimed up¬ 
wards of 
200,000 
lives. 

Gallagher, 
50, had 
Sgt. Mark been tasked 

Gallagher with pro¬ 

gram co-or¬ 
dination at the UN mission 
in Port-au-Prince. Before 
starting his tour in Haiti, 
he spent two years in Hali¬ 
fax as the public-relations 
officer for the RCMP in No¬ 
va Scotia and New 
Brunswick. 

“Sgt. Gallagher was pop¬ 
ular with his colleagues, 
with his pleasant de¬ 
meanour and engaging 
smile,” said Col. Ibrahim 
Moussa, the UN’s chief of 
police in Haiti. 

Gallagher, who had just 
returned from leave when 
the earthquake hit, was re¬ 
membered for being an of¬ 
ficer with the common 
touch.

Dexter ducking out of 
fight over NB Power deal 


Several hundred people 
attended a rally in Halifax 
Saturday to show opposi¬ 
tion to Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper’s move to 
suspend Parliament until 
early March. 

The crowd chanted anti- 
Harper slogans outside the 
legislature and listened to 
speakers including Liberal 
MP Geoff Regan and for¬ 
mer Nova Scotia NDP 
leader Robert Chisholm. 

Many carried signs, bear¬ 
ing the NDP logo, that said 
Stand Up to Harper. 

Demonstrations also 
took place Saturday in 
cities and towns across 
Canada. 

“I feel what the prime 
minister has done by clos¬ 
ing the House ... he’s shut¬ 
ting down democracy and 
that’s wrong,” Chisholm 
said as the rally began. 

“All of the issues, 
whether it’s the economy, 
whether it’s our role in 
Afghanistan, it’s all about 
the people of Canada hav¬ 
ing their voices heard in 
our House of Commons.” 

Harper has said he decid¬ 
ed to delay the resumption 
of Parliament so that he 
could focus on strategies 


for the economy. 

Critics have accused the 
prime minister of taking 
the action to duck opposi¬ 
tion questions about his 
government’s handling of 
the Afghan detainee issue. 

In Halifax, retiree Hazel 
Hanson said she attended 


the rally because she be¬ 
lieves Parliament should 
still be sitting and the 
prime minister should be 
leading the charge on a va¬ 
riety of important matters. 

“I’m just against him 
(Harper) sitting out while 
Haiti’s going on, 


Afghanistan’s going on — 
there’s so many important 
things,” Hanson said. 

“It doesn’t matter if it’s a 
Conservative government 
or Liberal, I’d be screaming 
if either one of them did it 
and I want them to get 
back to work.”

Project seeks to keep 
young workers in area 

Y2E site to be 'one-stop-shop' for connections

Nova Scotia is hemorrhag¬ 
ing young, talented 
workers and the province 
needs to act fast before it 
is bled dry. 

That was the dire warn¬ 
ing issued by the Greater 
Halifax Partnership Friday 
as it unveiled a new initia¬ 
tive promising to make it 
easier for young people to 
find, and keep, jobs in the 
HRM. 

At the centre of the proj¬ 
ect, dubbed the Y2E Frame¬ 
work, is a website designed 
to act as a “one-stop-shop” 
where young people will be 
able to register and access a 
wealth of information on

• Co-ordinator Krista Hall said 
the website could be up and 
running within a year, and will 
start by focusing on at-risk 
youth in HRM. Eventually Y2E 
could evolve to help every 
young person in the province. 

potential employers and 
youth organizations that 
can help them connect with 
the right opportunities. 

“It’s not just going online 
and surfing for a career (in a 
job bank),” explained proj¬ 
ect co-ordinator Krista Hall. 
“A young person could po¬ 
tentially connect to an actu¬ 
al employer in Halifax who 
has said they’re going to of¬ 
fer an apprenticeship, and 


mentor them.” 

Still in its infancy, the Y2E 
project will need the co-op¬ 
eration and financial sup¬ 
port of local businesses and 
youth organizations to get 
off the ground, said Hall. 
Several of those stakehold¬ 
ers were on hand for the 
project’s launch Friday. 

“The demographic short¬ 
age is the single biggest is¬ 
sue facing us right now,” 
GHP president Paul Kent 
told the crowd, which in¬ 
cluded representatives from 
local construction firms, au¬ 
to body shops and hotels. 

Tim Olive, executive di¬ 
rector of the Downtown 
Dartmouth Business Com¬ 
mission, also in the audi¬ 
ence, called the project a 
“tremendous” opportunity.

Twenty-four Haitian 
orphans left their shattered 
country yesterday to 
embark on new lives in 
Canada, stepping off a 
plane into the crisp early 
morning Ottawa air and in¬ 
to the warm embraces of 
their new parents. 

The first group of Haitian 
adoptees to arrive in Cana¬ 
da were brought to Port-au- 
Prince’s airport in the wee 
hours yesterday and were 
swaddled in compassion 
every step of the way in 
their journey. 

From the workers who 
carried the little wide-eyed 
bundles on a bus from the 
Canadian Embassy to the 
airport, to the Air Canada 
volunteers who gently 
stroked their bellies to help 
them sleep on the plane, 
the children were the recip¬ 
ients of a tremendous out¬ 
pouring of care — before 
they even reached their 
anxious parents. 

“When I saw that plane 
land, I was overwhelmed,” 
said Gerry Naugler, the 
proud new father of 
Dakemsia, 10, and Deulan- 
do, 4. 

“When I saw the children 
coming off, I felt so relieved 


for all the Canadian fami¬ 
lies who were reunited in 
there this morning.” 

On the way to her new 


country, though Dakemsia 
was intently watching an 
in-flight movie, she said she 
was looking forward to be¬ 


ing in Ca-NAH-da. 

“I’m not scared,” she said, 
matter-of-factly. “I’m excit¬ 
ed.” 

The Air Canada Airbus A- 
330 touched down just be¬ 
fore 7 a.m. and the children, 
weary from the overnight 
trek and many wearing lit¬ 
tle more than sandals, 
shorts and T-shirts, were 
wrapped in blankets and 
whisked inside to greet 
their new families. 

Several of the older chil¬ 
dren flashed bright white 
smiles at the cameras as 
they peered above their 
blankets. 

The arrival marks the 
start of a new life for the 
children who have not only 
survived the deaths of their 
parents but the near-de¬ 
struction of their country. 

Immigration Minister Ja¬ 
son Kenney said officials 
were expecting upwards of 
50 kids on the flight, but 
there were logistical and or¬ 
phanage staff problems on 
the ground in Haiti. 

There are 90 children al¬ 
ready cleared to come to 
Canada, and another 90 be¬ 
ing fast-tracked through the 
immigration system. 

He said the government 
hopes to have the vast ma¬ 
jority of children in Canada 
within a few days.

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Rare trial begins for 
Canadian soldier 


Afghanistan A Canadian 
soldier will face a court 
martial today, accused of 
the 2008 murder of a 
wounded, unarmed Taliban 
fighter in southern 
Afghanistan — a case a mili¬ 
tary expert says is almost 
certainly the first of its 
land. 

Capt. Robert Semrau has 
been charged with second- 
degree murder in the 
battlefield killing of 
an insurgent fighter 
following a pro¬ 
longed clash in 
Lashlcar Gah, the cap¬ 
ital of Helmand 
province. 

The series of run¬ 
ning firelights took 
place as British and 
Afghan forces along 
with their Canadian men¬ 
tors helped defend the city 
in October 2008. But Sem¬ 
rau wasn’t charged until 
the alleged killing came to 
the attention of Canadian 
commanders two months 
later. 

Michel Drapeau, a retired 
colonel and lawyer, said he 
hasn’t been able to find a 
case of this kind in Canadi¬ 
an military legal history, 
where a soldier was tried 
for the battlefield murder of 
a prisoner. 


“It’s unprecedented in 
many, many respects,” said 
Drapeau. 

“I can’t remember any 
such incidents in the past 
50 years and in the Second 
World War, I don’t believe 
there was such a court mar¬ 
tial. From my own memory 
and recollection, there has¬ 
n’t been such a case.” 

A joint “synopsis” of the 
Afghan incident, 
filed in court last 
year, states Semrau 
was mentoring an 
Afghan National 
Army unit under 
British command 
when they were am¬ 
bushed in the Nad 
Ali district. 

A U.S. Apache heli¬ 
copter was called in 
and sprayed the area with 
cannon fire. When the 
Afghans and Canadians 
swept the district after¬ 
wards they discovered one 
dead insurgent and another 
with wounds “too severe 
for any type of treatment” 
in the field. 

The document says an as¬ 
sault rifle was taken from 
the wounded man before 
Semrau was allegedly seen 
firing his rifle at him. Two 
shots were heard.

Death tolls differ as focus moves from rescue to recovery

The confirmed death toll 
from Haiti’s devastating 
earthquake has topped 
150,000 in the Port-au- 
Prince metropolitan area 
alone, the communications 
minister said yesterday, 
with many more 
thousands dead around 
the country or still buried 
under the rubble. 

Communications minis¬ 
ter Marie-Laurence Jocelyn 
Lassegue said that the fig¬ 
ure is based on a body count 
in the capital and outlying 
areas by CNE, a state com¬ 
pany that has been collect¬ 
ing corpses and burying 
them in a mass grave. It 
does not include other af¬ 
fected cities such as Jacmel, 
where thousands are be¬ 
lieved dead, nor does it ac¬ 
count for bodies burned by 
relatives. 

Reports have varied on 
how many are known to 
have died, and the United 
Nations stuck with its previ¬ 
ous total of 111,481 bodies 
recovered despite the high¬ 
er number from Haitian of¬ 
ficials. All told, authorities 
estimate 200,000 people 


• The possibility of child traf¬ 
ficking in Haiti following that 
country's devastating earth¬ 
quake has become a top con¬ 
cern for the United Nations or¬ 
ganization that oversees the 
welfare of children. Many chil- 

were killed by the magni¬ 
tude-7.0 quake, according 
to Haitian government fig¬ 
ures cited by the European 
Commission.

Experts say chances are 
slim that more survivors 
will be found in that debris, 
although rescuers tunnelled 
through wreckage on Satur¬ 
day to extract a man 
trapped there for 11 days. 

Wismond Exantus, 24, 
said he survived by diving 
under a desk during the 
quake and later consuming 
cola, beer and cookies in 
the cramped space. He 
passed the time praying, 
reciting psalms and sleep¬ 
ing while waiting for res¬ 
cuers.

climate There was a time 
when we thought being re¬ 
sponsible meant drinking 
water and recycling the 
bottle it came in. 

But today, a growing 
mass of evidence is point¬ 
ing to how harmful the 
bottled water industry is 
for the economy and ecolo¬ 
gy of the modern world. 
Whether it’s the amount 
of gas it takes to ship the 
water — the documentary 
film Tapped estimates that 
in the U.S. alone, 18 mil¬ 
lion barrels of oil are used 
every year to transport bot¬ 
tled water — or the toxins 
present in the plastic bot¬ 
tles, there is a realization 
that bottled water puts a 
serious strain on the envi¬ 
ronment. 

Entrepreneur Benjamin 


Gott sensed the tide was 
turning on bottled water 
back in March of 2008, so 
he came up with a brilliant 
concept that was previous¬ 
ly non-existent in the $ 16- 
billion bottled water indus¬ 
try — boxed water. 

The 950-millilitre con¬ 
tainers are made from 85 
per cent environmentally 


sustainable materials. Like 
bottled water brands 
Dasani and Aquafina, 
Boxed Water is purified tap 
water. 

Since the containers are 
collapsible, shipping the 
cartons greatly reduces the 
carbon imprint generated 
from shipping plastic bot¬ 
tles.

Science takes time, 
patience and stamina. In 
the middle of the Mediter¬ 
ranean, the schooner Tara 
is at the beginning of a 
three-year odyssey around 
the world: A 150 , 000 -kilo- 
metre expedition to 
explore the largely 
unknown world of the 
oceans. 

“Ninety per cent of the bi¬ 
ological mass of the oceans 
is made of plankton,” ex¬ 
plains Spanish marine biol¬ 
ogy researcher Silvia Aci- 
nas, scientific co-ordinator 
for Tara. 

“These organisms are re¬ 
sponsible for absorbing 50 
per cent of the C02 emis¬ 
sions on the Earth and pro¬ 
ducing 50 per cent of the 
oxygen we breathe but we 
only know one per cent of 
them: This expedition is 
about discovering the re¬ 
maining 99 per cent.” 

The uncertainty of cur¬ 
rent climate models has a 
great deal to do with this 
unknown life. As a matter 
of fact, oceans are the major 
factor influencing climate, 
working as carbon pumps 
to a greater extent than 
rainforests do. 

Every other day, the boat 
stops for a 12-hour scientific 
station. Pumping, filtering, 
sorting and labelling: The 
five researchers on board 
have a long day ahead of 
them. Over a thousand 
litres of sea water are 
pumped on board and fil¬ 
tered in the wet lab to sepa¬ 
rate the different kind of 
sea plankton — viruses,

bacteria and protista. 

At the back of the boat, 
the oceanographic winch 
allows sea water sampling 
of up to 2,500 metres in 
depth, thanks to the special 
Niskin bottles. 

“A veiy ingenious device 
because their lids can be 
closed at a given depth tak¬ 
ing samples at an exact 
point of interest,” explains 
French ocean engineer 
Herve Le Goff. 

The plankton on the sur¬ 
face of the water will not es¬ 
cape the meticulous scien¬ 
tists either. Nets a few me¬ 
tres long are thrown from 
the back of the boat. For 
some minutes they trail be¬ 
hind the boat like giant jel¬ 
lyfish, under the impatient 
eyes of the researchers, be¬ 
fore being pulled back up 
and sampled. Otherpieces 
of scientific equipment are 
sunk to measure tempera-

ture and salinity and study 
the currents. 

A few hundred samples 
are carefully labelled and 
preserved, either to be ana¬ 
lyzed in the on-board dry 
lab or to be sent to the re¬ 
search centres on land. 
Eveiy eight weeks a special 
parcel is sent in extremely 
rigorous conditions of tem¬ 
perature and time to get the 
plankton to destination safe 
and sound. This expedition 
will lead to the creation of a 
world-wide database of 
planktonic forms of life, 
along with supplying a 
great deal of information on 
currents, corals and pollu¬ 
tion. But just as sampling is 
time-consuming, research 
also takes patience. 

The results of this ex¬ 
traordinary expedition will 
not be known until a few 
years after its end.

The newspaper, quoting 
an industry insider, said 
Apple chief executive 
Steve Jobs is “supportive of 
the old guard” and “looks 
to help them by giving 
them new forms of distri¬ 
bution.”

They sure ain't the Aints 
anymore. 

The New Orleans Saints 
are heading to their first 
Super Bowl after battering 
Brett Favre and beating 
the Minnesota Vikings 31-

goal. 

Favre threw away Min¬ 
nesota’s best chance to 
win, tossing an intercep¬ 
tion deep in New Orleans 
territory in the closing 
seconds of regulation.

od Spencer has 
mixed feelings 
about the TV phe- 
nom CSI. It’s great 
in that it has in¬ 
spired a whole new gener¬ 
ation of young people to 
do forensic work. His class¬ 
es at Humber 

College in Toronto, which 
are part of the Police Foun¬ 
dations program, are full. 

But the 63-year-old for¬ 
mer police officer isn’t as 
keen on how the show 
plays fast and loose with 
science (there’s often a 


nugget of truth in what 
they do, but little more) 
and makes death seem 
glamourous. “Real life 
isn’t like that. Seeing 
somebody murdered isn’t 
sexy.” 

Spencer himself was 
drawn to police work as a 
young man because of his 
father, who was a cop in 
their hometown of Gar- 
son, just outside Sudbuiy, 
Ont. “He was an hon¬ 
ourable man, I suppose I 
wanted to follow in his 
footsteps.” 

He moved to Toronto af¬ 
ter high school and ap¬ 
plied to the police force. 
He was accepted — the 
process was less competi¬ 
tive and stringent than to¬ 
day, and all you needed 
was good eyesight, good 
morals and some refer¬ 
ences — went to the 
Toronto Police College, 


and got to work. 

He did a few jobs on the 
force, and soon became a 
first-class constable. As a 
hobby, he began doing 
photography. That helped 
him get a job in forensics. 

After being hired by the 
crime scene team, he was 
sent back to college for 
training, then began pho¬ 
tographing crime scenes, 
making moulds of shoe 
prints, analyzing blood 
spatters and doing lab 
work such as comparing 
fingerprints. 

The job alternates be¬ 
tween field and lab work. 
Some crime scenes, like a 
break and enter, take less 
than an hour to investi¬ 
gate. But a homicide can 
take weeks of work on the 
scene, and then many 
more following up in the 
lab.

court, and that takes 
preparation and an ability 
to explain yourself clearly 
so a jury can understand.

Cash unfolds The List 


Rosanne's new disc contains 
'essential country' from father 



While on tour in 1973 Johnny Cash compiled a hand-written list 
for daughter Rosanne with the heading “100 Essential Country 
Songs." She picked 12 of those songs for her latest album, The List. 


It’s one of those priceless 
documents that probably 
belongs in the Smithson¬ 
ian Institute — a hand¬ 
written list on a single 
sheet of legal-size paper, 
front and back, with the 
heading “100 Essential 
Country Songs." 

It was written by Johnny 
Cash while on tour, back in 
1973. He spent an after¬ 
noon, pencil in hand, com¬ 
piling it for his 18-year-old 
daughter Rosanne Cash. 

And what did she do with 
it? She studied it carefully 
and then folded it up—yes, 
folded it, as in put a perma¬ 
nent crease in it — and 
stuck it in a box. 

“I was just thinking, ‘This 
is nice, I’m going to save 
it,’” Rosanne told Metro in 
an interview. “I didn’t think 
of it being the holy grail of 
documents. I certainly did¬ 
n’t think about that when 
he gave it to me at 18. 

“I wasn’t thinking that 
Johnny Cash gave me the 
list. I was thinking that it 
was dad who gave me the 
list. It was a personal thing, 


to give me an idea about 
who we were as musicians.” 

Cash may have looked at 
the list once or twice in the 
30 years after her father 
wrote it. She only remem¬ 
bers keeping it in a box 
with other bits and pieces 
of memorabilia. It moved 
with her from California to 
Nashville and to her present 
home in New York. 

A couple of years ago, 
Cash rediscovered the list 
while preparing for her 
Black Cadillac tour. It was 
time, she decided, to take 
some of the songs out of the 
box. 

The result was her new 
CD, The list. It contains 12 
songs off Johnny’s list of es¬ 
sentials — Miss the Missis¬ 
sippi and You, Motherless 
Children, Sea of Heartbreak 
(with Bruce Springsteen), 
Take These Chains from my 
Heart, I’m Movin’ On, 
Heartaches by the Number 
(with Elvis Costello), 500 
Miles, Long Black Veil (with 
Jeff Tweedy), She’s Got You, 
Girl From the North Coun¬ 
try, Silver Wings (with Ru¬ 


fus Wainwright) and Bury 
Me Under the Weeping Wil¬ 
low. 

For whatever reasons, 
Cash has chosen to keep the 
identity of the other 88 se¬ 
cret, except for a few slips 
in interviews. 

“It’ll be in my lifetime,” is 
the only answer she gives 


when asked when fans will 
learn the rest. 

Cash has already started 
work on a followup to The 
List, which would contain 
another dozen or so of her 
father’s choices. She says 
it’s possible there could be a 
third List CD, but draws the 
line at that. So many of the 


songs simply don’t suit her 
voice, style or gender. 

When asked, she admits 
that her father included 
some of his own songs on 
the list, confirming I Walk 
the Line as one of them. 

“My dad was very hum¬ 
ble,” she says. “He only in¬ 
cluded two of his own.” 

Rosanne also lets slip that 
Hank Williams’ I’m So 
Lonesome I Could Cry and 
Woody Guthrie’s This Land 
Is Your Land are also list 
members. 

But it’s a tease. She won’t 
go further. 

Cash does admit, howev¬ 
er, to wishing she had asked 
her dad to revise it before 
he died. 

“It is one of my great re¬ 
grets in life that I didn’t 
think to ask him to update 
it,” she says. 

When asked if anything 
released since 1973 that 
may have made an amend¬ 
ed list, she responds with 
George Jones’ hit He 
Stopped Loving Her Today, 
written by Jones. 

And where is the list 
now? 

“It’s still in the box,” Cash 
laughs. “I haven’t put it un¬ 
der glass or under armed 
guard.”

Spoon’s rise to the top of 
the indie pack can be 
attributed to one thing — 
hard work. 

The band has become a 
Billboard charting group, 
selling nearly 50,000 copies 
in the U.S. of last disc Ga Ga 
Ga Ga Ga in its first week of 
release, the old fashioned 
way — sticking it out until 
people take notice.

Eno reveals. “Then, when 
we released Girls Can Tell, 
people started coming to 
our shows and starting lik¬ 
ing our music.” 

In 2005, with the release 
of Gimmie Fiction and a 
move to smoother, cleaner 
pop, the band entered a 
new musical phase that 
continues to this day. The 


band’s latest, Transference, 
is another pop gem. It’s low¬ 
er key than Ga Ga Ga Ga Ga, 
but has the same infectious 
hooks and polished per¬ 
formances that’s marked 
the last couple of discs. 

Its more stripped down 
sound is thanks to the 
band producing the record 
themselves. Despite Eno’s 
second career producing 
other bands, it’s the first 
time Spoon has worked 
this way themselves. The 
result, says Eno, is an al¬ 
bum that’s “more us.” 

“There’s no outside in¬ 
fluences; no person who 
wants to put a stamp on 
it,” he says. “It’s how a 
Spoon record should be.”

1 tsp (5 mL) ground papri¬ 
ka 

2 tbsp (25 mL) fresh dill, 
chopped 

METHOD: 

1. Fill large pot halfway 
with water, add potatoes 
and bring to boil. Reduce 
heat and simmer 10 to 12 
minutes or until just ten¬ 


der. Drain. 

2. Fry bacon in lightly- 
oiled frying pan over high 
heat until crisp. Drain on 
paper towels. 

3. Place warm potatoes in 
a large serving bowl. Add 
eggs, cucumbers and pars¬ 
ley, and toss gently. Com¬ 
bine mayonnaise, sour 
cream, lemon juice and 
paprika in small bowl Add 
to salad and toss gently. 

4. Divide into four bowls, 
sprinkle bacon and dill on 
top and serve immediate¬ 
ly.
